The next morning the pris-
oners departed.

Later, when
the prisoners were exchanged, the Third
Ohio was encamped near Kelly's fer-
ry, on the banks of the Tennessee.
On the day of the storming of Mis-
sionary Ridge, among the prisoners
taken were numbered the Fifty-fourt-

Virginia. ,

Some of the Third Ohio were on duty
at they ferry when the prison detach-
ments arrived.

"What regiment is that?" they ask-
ed.

When told, they started on the run,
shouting as they went:

"The Fifty-fourt- h Virginia's at the
ferry!"
